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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3-28, 42, 44-64 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "reliability factor" in line 8. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 42 recites the limitation "reliability factor" in line 7. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3-28, 42, 44-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Williams (US 5933830) as applied in the prior office action. 

Williams discloses a method for providing information over a communications network 
to a computer user by (abstract), gathering a plurality of information items relation to a subject, 
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the information items including data items and content items (abstract), wherein of the data items 
includes the value of an attribute associated with the subject for a particular date (column 2, lines 
15-45) ) and each of the content items includes a statement summarizing an occurrence for a 
particular date (column 2, lines 15-45 and column 3, lines 37-47); assigning a reliability factor 
to each of said content items; storing the information items and creating an electronic page 
containing in part a graphic representation that includes a number of data points corresponding to 
at least a portion of the data items, the data points arranged by date or date range (see column 2, 
lines 15-45, abstract, figures 1-4 and 7). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 15, filed 2/10/2006, with respect to claims 1-29, 42-65 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 101 technological arts rejection of 
8/1 1/2005 has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 3-28, 42, 44-64 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Specifically, the argument that applicant 
relies upon for novelty is not supported in the specification (see above 35 USC 112 second 
paragraph rejection).
